| Coolidge 
cancelled h is engagements 
, today because of illness. 
The president retired to his quar­ 
ters in the White House, but it was 
indicated that his indisposition was 
not serious. 
At th e executive office it was said 
the President was not feeling very 
well yesterday, arui that after spend­ 
ing a couple of houri* at his office to­ 
day he decided it was wise to rest tho 
remainder of the day. 
Ile left his desk shortly before IL 
o’clock for the White House proper., 
For a number of years Mr. Coolidge 
ha^ suffered from throat trouble and 
there have been indications that the 
cold spring w eather has not 
been 
beneficial to his condition. 
Feeling no better today the presi­ 
dent cancelled a heavy engagement 
list. 
Major Coupal visited th© Pres­ 
ident at the White House and issued 
a statement saying that the illness 
was not regarded as serious.
